Five year* ago McGill appealed to the 

Cublic for $0,000,000. 'I'hc ofricial rainpaigii 
rcKluire, an clotjiicni cx]K}5ition of. MiCWII's 
need for new facilities, said: '' ^ : 

During. ^1956 McGUl jnust raise 
^ the 8um of $6,000,000 to fimnee five- 
specific construction profects, /vr' 
gently required -to meet the- tinder- 
graduate problem... ' '; 

The fivê specific projecta relate 
to Engineering, Artq_ and Science, 
Medicine, MacDonald College and 
Commerce. 

A total of $0,172,70."» was donated to the 
University .by ."{,880 individuals and corpo- 
rations; McGiU's outstanding- benefactor in 
recent yean,- J. W. McConnell, addeil $1,500,- 
035;. and the Prbvincial Government contri- 
butçd $1,500,000, This raised the iiinds to 
$9,172.730 for "urgent" developments. 

Since 1950, only one of the lour campus 
projecu has come to h uiiion — the McCon- 
nell Engineering Building.^t.>^tptal cost, 
$S,50O,OOO, was covered by another -generous 
.grant from Mr. McC;onnclI. 

Today, live years ali'er McCill's last siip- 
jMirt, the situation li.ns become even niore 
desperate. Enrolment has climbed to all-time 
record height. As Dr. Janjes wiolc bluntly 



in his report: "McGill niay be coni]>ellcd to <fôr public supfiort 



refuse qualified^stndents by the autumn of 
1901! if additional facilities are not by then 
obtainable". - / , 

Imminent as it may. appear, sve have 

-'ronfidenoe that'such a crisis will be averted. 
The dedicated men who administer this uni- 

•versity will no doubt tike action in tite very 
near future to secure forMcGill her pressing 
rçfjiiirçmcnts.

Crogram. the cosu.ot. whidi will have to be 
urne niaiiil/ by private' and corporate , con- 
trihutions. A campaign for funds from the 
public should be preceded by an outline ol 
wiiat is roiitemplatedrjfof the ftiiure. liven 
before that, the imiversity should inform the 
public as to what has been happening at 
McGill in recent ;jcars.

20-sidcd") building 
which will house the Departments 
of Pharmacology, PhysioloKy, and 
Biochemistry, now located'in the 
BioloRy .' Buildinff.'>'<In>, addition, 
space will> be - allocated" to "the 
Departments of Anaesthesia. Oto- 
larynRolo!!y, Ophtalmolosy and 
Dermatology, as well as a new 
department of Aviation Medicine. 

The Medical Library, the Psier 
Library and .the administration 
offices of the' Faculty of Medici> 
ne will be moved (o Mclntyre 
Hall from the old Medical Build- 
ing, , •. 



Green Calls 
For Belief

"Interest in the United Na!ions 
is not enough; what is needed on 
the part of yoimi; Canadians is a 
faith In tlie U.N.'s mission, and its 
possibilities for saving mankind". 

llie Honourable Howard Green, 
Canada's Minister for E-xternal Af- 
fairs speaking' at the University 
.Model United Notions inaugural 
session held at the University ol 
Montreal, assured the assembled 
delegates representing 61 univer- 
sities that "(he approach of Cana- 
da to world affairs will always be 
an Idealistic' one" and one that is 
closely lh»ked with the United Na- 
tions. 

Green referred to Uie U.N. as 
"mankind's only salvation" and 
praised the work of Secretary-Ge- 
neral Da« Hanimarskjold, whom 
he called "one of tlie outstanding 
statesmen of the world;, a world 
figure of great experience, great 
tact, - courtesy and a wonderful 
personality". ' " • ' 

VICIOUS ATTACKS V . V 

"I don't believe a human behis 
could be fairer or more unbiased 
than Mr. Hanimarskjold has been. 
In the last two months ha carried 
00 hU work while undergohig the 
most 'Vicious kind of- attacks pos-

In outllDing . the .problems' the 
United Nations has to face, Mr. 
Green mentioned that* a number 
of countries lack democratic tra- 
ditions.

-Mr. Defrles stated that he hop- 
'ed this project would be "finished 
by the fall of 1962. but it might 
take a little longer or a little 
shorter, depending on - the eon- 
tractor." 

The extension to Douglas Hall, 
scheduled to begin in April, 1901, 
will include, "dormitories and a 
new kitchen and dining rOoni 
costing about $3.000.000.".. • 

• Plans for a University Centre, 
or Students' Union,, have a hltfh • 
priority in future hnilding pro-- • 
jpcts", enipliasizdl Mr. Defrics. 
He pointed out that the site to 
l)e occupied by the new Union 
(where the Presbyterian College 
is now located), has been purt 
chased by the .University, as a 
first step. .Firms of architects 
are presently studying the. plans, 
for the-iijôjV'.Mnionias' well ai 
those of aOproposëdJWcstern ex-' 
tension of^the Arts Building ("a 
long range project") so that "the. 
l>est pos'îible use may be made of_ 
the land hetfVeen t}te present ■ 
Arts Building and (he -Iledpath 
Library." • 

Mr. Detricslsusçèsted that tem-' 
porary acebm~inodation for over- 
crowded classes in- Arts, and- 
Science might be 'provided - by 
the recently-purchased Prolntant' 
School Board building' on McTa- 
yish Sf iet. 

This summer will also see buil- 
ding and renovations at MacDon- 
ald College. Now being planned 
aro a rehabilitation of the main 
linildlng. an extension to' tho 
lihrar>', and the housing of the 
Department of Entymology /in 
tlie attic of the Biology Building 
at .MacDonald. 

Future projects envisaged at 
McGill include renovations and/or 
e.xtensions to almost every major 
building on campus. The Biology 
Building- is- due for a complete 
overhaul, as three of the depart- 
ments-.novir housed».thereUvill ha ^ 
moved to (he-new Mêdieal Centre^ " 
enabling the other biological de- 
partments to expand. 

Extensions to the Bcdnath- 
Library and the MacDonald Chem-"" 
istry Building are being consid- 
ered, while additional floors for 
Eaton,Elcctronics Laboratory and 
the Physical Sciences Centre aro 
also planned. The rehabilitation 
of such buildings -.as Duccan 
House and the tlicDohald Phy- 
sics'. Btiilding. the expansion of 
Royal Victoria College, and tho 
construction of a Conservatorium' 
of Music and a concert hall ar'a 
other projects for the future. 
Mr. Defries pointed out that ex- 
pansion, of this sort would re- 
.quire a corresponding elabora- 
(ion ' of the university power 
plants, and that any stop taken 
would have to be considered with 
this In mind.

Robert Vinèbêrg and Frank Tokei', both first-year Arts, students, .yesterday 
defeated Mark Mandelcorn and Beryl RoSell to win the Arts and Science , Under- 
Kraduate Society debating tournament. 



Joel Bell, chairman of ASUS de- 
bating, presided as judfe of the 
debate, on the topic: ••'Resolved 
that the U.S. has yet lo prove its 
capacity for world leiuler.ihip." 
Bolli yintberR and Toker had pre- 
viously been contestants at the 
Burlington intercollegiate tourna- 
ment, and' recently defeated the 
President of the SGWU Debating 
Society. ' - . ' 
. Virieber)! opened tlie debate for 
the affirmative,. by demonstrating 
the three necessary qualities for 
world leadership of economic, sci- 
entific and military ssuprcmacy. 
Mandelcorn counteri'd that world 
leadership also depends on the po- 
litical and social influence of the 
Û.S. on other nations, and denied 
that any other nation was stronger 
in these oreas. 

CLAIM SUPREMACY 

.The second speaker for the af- 
firmative, Frank Toker, elaborat- 
ed on the contentions' for his side, 
by proving that the U.S. cannot 
claim, world supremacy in any of 
the three components of its power. 
Rodell ended snd summorized the 



case for the negative by quoting 
statistics to show American super- 
iority in tile economic, military 
and scientific fields, and further 
emphasized its importance at the 
U.N. and socio-political influence. 

Both speakers, in the rebuttal 
contained their remarks mainly to 
a discussion of whether or no( a 
world leader needs unquestioned 
supremacy or merely great 
strength in the fields covered ;n 
the speaehes. Ilodell claimed that 
U.S.- power was great enough In 
the world to give it leadership, 
and that many nations looked to 
it for, guidence. - <

Vincberg insisted that only 
world supremacy could qualify a 
nation for world leadership, and 
that many nationls hod reserva- 
tions concerning the American po- 
sition today. He held that power 
is the only real influence in world 
politics today, and on that basis 
the U.S. has yet to prove its ca- 
pacity for world leadership,

This will be the twelfth in a 
series ' of seminars organized 
Jointly by the Canadian WUS 
Committee and the national WUS 
committees of the various coun- 
tries in which the seminars have 
been held. All travel and seminar 
expenses will be covered by the 
SEC. It will pay $1,000 to each 
of the two students selected for 
this six-week seminar. 

Tne theme of the seminar will 
be "The Well Being of The Indi- 
vidual and The Stale," and the 
programme in Sweden will in- 
clude group tours, individual 
study projects, and a residential 
-seminar in Uppsala. . ^ ' 

The Canadian participants will 
include five faculty members, 
and about forty students from 
all ten provinces. They will sail 
from Monti^eal on the S.S. Ryn- 
dam on June 28. In Sweden they 
will be joined by students and 
faculty members from other 
countries, the majority being 
from Scandinavian countries.

' Stàfldinx and receptive. 

(4) Applicants- must be willing 
lé communicate their experien- 
ces on their return to Canada, 
through talks, articles, interviews 



and, difctusionz. They .will also 
be expected. to submit s detailed 
evaluation of their experiences to 

the National Office, and to par 
ticipate in WUS work on cam 
pus. 

(5) Applicants must be in good 
health and submit a medical cer- 
tificate in event of their seleo 
lion. 

On Thursday, February 2, at 9 
pm, a short panel discussion and 
cocktail party will .be held in 
the Club Room of the Union. A 
discussioti of last, year's seminar 
in Israel, and seminars in gene 
ral will take place, followed by 
an opportunity to meet some 6f 
the Canada Council and Com 
monwealth Scholars at McGill.

Many po.sitions should be removed from the realm of political appointments, 
Kenneth C. MncKay, vice-president of the Quebec LiberarFedcration, told the Liberal 
Club yesterday. ■>s 



As an example, he cited the 
job of Crown Prosecutor, a posi- 
tion which he holds<^; It consists 
of the duties that the Attorney 

General cannot fulfill; that is 
the actual prosecution of crimi- 
nals. ... 

"I do not tliink that the lawyers 
fulfilling the job' would, be any 
more competent, but they would 
be more closely associated with 
the police and the Investigation 
of crime." ; - 

lle'said 'that to keep down cri' 
me. a quick investigation follow- 
ed by a quick arrest, is the best 
method. If crown prosecutors are 
civil servants, they can help in 
tlie invcstigalion: the prosecution 
come's later. 

POLITICAL MORALITY 

He stressed that a new plane 
of political morality .must be 
established in the province of 
Quebec. "Things were 'only worse 
in the Duplessis era - than they 
were before." 

With reference to the liquor 
situatiort in the province, he said 
that when the Liberals took over, 
they found that most of the est- 
bllshments selling liquid refrcah- 
ments were not licensed to do so.

Tlie'experience of fifty years has taught contemporary 
organizations, indii.strial'nnd othGi'\vi.^e, that an impoilant 
key to .slicccs.s in their endcavour.s lies with an efficient 
public relations organization. Siicii an agency performs the 
vital role of jiiojecting the organization's image upon the 
puhlic at large and .serves as a link for common understan- 
ding between the organization and particular group.s rela- 
ted to it. 

In lieu of singlintr out exiiniplo.': of the manifold extra, 
benefits accruing from a jiublic relations department, suffi- 
ce it to .say that major universities throughout the Wes- 
tern World have reaped endless rewards as a result of well- 
planned dis.scmination of pertinent information. But, alas, 
McGill' has no .such organization. ■ u;^/-:^:^^':-^-^ ■ 

Need w'c dwell on the degree of eminen'ce thîs'Univcrsi- '. 
tv has achieved ."^ince James McGill initiated the .story of 
.McGill with his liequest in 1813? And yet in 19G1 the public 
hears about each new chapter of "McGill" via press relea.ses ' 
iH.sued by the principal's secretary or via stories passed oiïl ' 
in a helter-skelter fashion by the "various faculties. The only 
semblance of a public relations office is provided by the I^f):- 
Giir Graduates Society — and this^or alumni awareness- 
only." ■ ■ ■ 

At a time when McGill is expanding to keep pace as 
a leading institution of higher learning, we believe a centra- 
lized public relations office is mandatory.' McGill needs 
money. She must tell potential benefactors -what she is all 
about. • ; 

Co-ordination is Mandatory 

•A committee of top-ranking members of Senate lins just .' 
completed a confidential report to the University which'lists 
in descending order of importance and. suggested priority 
the construction needs of the various faculties and depart- ~' 
ments. The staggering nature of the problems of overcrow-' 
ding, outworn and obsolescent facilities and a lack of intelli- .. 
gent, far-sighted planning policy in the past is indicated by ' 
the terminology used by this report in its classification. 
Projects are graded as to whether they are urgent, very 
urgent and even desperate; the number of projects that fall 
into these categories' indicates, in equally poignant teiTns, 
thé need for a comprehensive re-evaluation — or perhaps an 
initial beginning — of an ovéï'all, long-range master plan ' 
for the university. 

Some three months ago these columns spoke of a "grim • 
architecturaK picture" that faces us as we survey the cam- 
pu.s. The grimne.sis of the situation was described within two 
different yet inter-related frameworks; that of fuiictional 
utility and aesthetic beauty. It was pointed out that buil- 
dings erected on the campus siiice the war have shown a 
glaring absence of any co-ordinated master plan ; have sacri- 
ficed beauty and general eye-appeal in the name of -fi-ugali- 
ty; and, with the, possible exception of the Redpath Library ' 
extension, have contributed little or nothing to the artistic 
merits and. visual attractiveness of the campus a.s a who!e. 
Furthermore, there was no evidence of a function<il approach 
to the problçms of pedestrian flow,, department inteiTcla- 
tionshfp and possible future requirement.s in the unco-ordi-.- 
nated and unrelated sprawl of newly-constructed buildings. 
There has been a rumour for some time that ï^lcGill is 
. operating under a "secret" master plan in its overall cons- 
'tniction and expansion policy. It appears that this plan is 
secret even to the planners themselves. The gi-eat uni- 
versities of "this continent nn3 this age each operate under 
varyingly comprehensive prograriis of overall planning and 
design, of long-run evaluation of and planning for expansion 
trends. McGill's expansion program, particularly in the last 
decade and a half; has seemed to be more akin to a stop-gap 
approach hurriedly filling up leaks in the dike as they apr 
peared. A great university cannot retrogress, nor can it 
stand still and let others catch up to it; it must plan-ahead, 
it must adopt a far-siglited, almost vision^y approach in 
anticipating and preparing for its future needs rjght now. 

. The jeport of the. Senate committee,' thè work of men 
like the Director of Cortstructidn Projects, Mr.'Defries, 
and the Univeraitv Development Officer, Mr. Lome Gales, 
are surface indications of h growing awareness on the part ' 
of the goard of Governors of the urgent need for master 
overall planning at McGill. They are belated but nonethe- 
less, welcome steps In the proper direction.

Wide Open Spaces 

In 1956 JIcGill University undertook^^ public eolici- 
intion of some $6,000,000 to meet fivô'neéds'that were then 
considered to be "urgent"; since that time, only one — 
the new engineering building — has been completed, and 
only one other — the propo.sed medical sciences centre — 
is about to bc.come_ a reality. Two of the remaining three 
"urgent" projects* — the expan.sion of Arts and Science - 
faculties and. of the School of Commerce at Purvis Hall — 
remain untouched. Within the past five years, too, McGill 
has Keriousiy and officially con.«!idere(l the con.struction of 
' an arts and science college at Ste. Anne de Bellevue, and 
has beén bequeathed a large tract of land at Mont St. 
. Hilaire. « - - 

Within the central, urban and therefore highly-circum- 
.scribed framework of the present c;i/npu!f, it i.s not too 
difficult to understand why con.struction and expansion 
projects can be time-consuming .and very 'Costly, necessi- 
tating . delays and postpojiements becau.se of a lack of 
funds. On the other hand, McGiir« semi-rural holdings at 
Ste. Anne and St. Hilaire are relatively vast tracts of larwl 
on which huge expansion projects could be undert^iken at 
a considerably lesser cost than would be the case If they 
were erected in doivntown Montreal. 

The undergraduate students in arts, science' and com-' 
merce — all of .whom are still awaiting the first step In 
the" provision of their respective faculties' "urgent' needs 
'■ — .* might bç somewhat inconvenienced by the greated dis- 
tance which they, as com.muters, would have to traverse 
daily.. 

. But the large land areas at these sites would make. 

- the provision of more residential facilitiej^ possible ànd a 
wider scholarship and bursary program Would make it 
economically more feasible for the average student. 

The delay in implementing at least two of the five 

; urgent projects of 1956 and the cnimped quarters of 

.' McGill's present campus may have a causal connection. 
Surely the time is ripe for McGill to consider transfering 
some of its undergraduate faculties to Its property outside 
Montreal. One interesting idea is to move engineering to 
Mont St. Hilaire or Ste. Anne. Then the Faculty of Arts 

..and Science could be transferred to the McConnell Engi- 
neering Building, and the School of Commerce might then 
be shifted to the present Arts Building.

• Given the environment 
of these areas however, 
this is not in the least sur- 
prising. A student there 
learning economics, potiti- 
cal. science and philosophy 
is .'forced to open his eyes 
to the grave injustices com- 
mitted daily against hi.s 
countrymen. This is the po- 
sition in which Fidel Gai»- 
tro found himself as a 
young law ^student at Ha- 
vana University slightly^ 
more -than a decade ago. 

Castro practised law for 
a short while and in 1951 
he ran for Congres^ in 
Cuba. Unfortunately, FuU 
gencio. Batista at the same' 
time seized power by a 
coup d'état. Democracy in 
Cuba was ended, and 11 
days later the United Sta-. 
tes recognized Batista as 
the Government in Cuba, 
Castro sued in thfe courts 
alleging the unconstitutio- 
nality of the ensuing "elec- 
tion". The tribunals threw 
out the action, and Castro, 
realized that what-ever rule 
of law had been present in 
Cuba no longer exi-sted. His 
gun remfiined^ the - only, al* 
ternatlve/ -, 



' Attack 

On July 26, 1953. Castro, 
ITO. men and two girls at-- 
tacked the'-Moncada Bar- 
racks, ^wherein were en- 
sconced 1,000 Batista sol- 
diers; Militarily it was un-' 
successful,^ but.as a symbol 
it kindled a fire' that has 
since burned bright not 
only in Cuba, but in every 
country of Latin America. 
Fidel and his brother Raul 
were piit on trial, and im- 
prisoned in thé Isle of Pi- 
nes, Castro's memorable 
defense speech was smug-' 
gled out of Cuba t,o become 
a rallying cry for the re- 
belà. .Ita. title. :. "History 
Will Absolve Me." , 

Castro was later relew-' 
ed and he went to live in 
Mexico at a ranch in Chal- 
co where "he begaii train- 
ing {oWôyf^çaAàr the re- 
volution nna^was aiire' to 
conÏQ. .In' 1956 he and ^2 
men landed in Oriente Pro- ' 
vince from a small yacht. 
Only 12 survived. Follow- 
ers of contemporary events' 
well know the sequel. 

The new year of 1959 
was ushered- in by press 
reports announcing the 
flight of Batista and his 
henchmen from Havana. 

.The rebels literally were 
caught with theFr fatigoe; 
trousers down.. Fidel? and

Three-Point Plait 

Where, does one began 
in a society^'as exploited 
and as backward 'as Cuba 
was? The new masters oiit- 
lined a three-fold division 
of their task. Fir^t, to in- 
crease and di versify i: pro- 
duction and consumption, 
especially in agriculture. 
Second, to increase and di- 
versify e.\port markets and 
sources of supply from a- 
broad. Third, to begin", a 
ma.ssivc industrialization 
of the Island concurrent 
with the improvement of 
the (Standard of living. 

Two obstacles stood in 
the way of implementing 
these policies. One was im- 
perialism arid the other 
was unenlightened politi- 
cal capitalism. The first . 
rested upon foreign Qr 
American-owned capital. 
The sugar fields, the mills, 
the oil refineries, the elec- 
tric company, the rubber 
tire plant and the telepho- 
ne .system were all con- 
trolled by these interests. 
But, just as important, the 
pi*eferentjal tariffs had in- 
sured that 'Cubanâ woul'd 
be merely "hewens of wood' 
.and drawers of water."

In 1934 the 
United Stàtes - established 
the quota .system to protect 
their producers of beet su- 
gar. They withdrew from 
the world sugar market, 
and set up special prices : 
higher, .than .this market. 
The amduifit assigned to the 
world sugar producers was 
In fact lower than what 
they had' previously been 
ejcportiog to the U.S., but 
this was supposedly, made 
up for b'y- the higher price.

And al.so, the American 
price .was not enough to 
make up for thç huge im- 
balance of liaymehts which 
this cost the. Ciiban econo- 
my. This was becatise the 
Preferential Tariffs gave 
the U.S. Exporters such an 
advantage. tha.t-lio' one else 
could "compete With ;them. 
Further, 40 percent of the 
Cuban • sugar production 
was in the hands of U.S. 
corporations and they were 
in fact the real winners in 
the - American Quota sys-

^ Drastic Steps 

To. end this patently un- 
fair system, the Castro, re- 
gime found it necessary to 
take the most drastic steps 
imajgrinable.

the National -AgraifliSSif Re- 
form Institute, on May 11; 
1959. 'It has totally revolu- 
.tlonlzed agriculture in a 
-variety. of '>vays. The;.lafge 
farms have beén interven- 
ed or taken over by the 
state and redistributed to 
the pea.sants. They in turn 
have in some cases banded 
together into a niihiber. of 
co-operatives, which makes 
the utilization of the land 
and expensive machinery 
much more efficent. And 
let .there be 'no doubt 
.that this move has -been 
successful. For the first 
time the Cubans are pro- 
ducing a variety of pro- 
ducts from the land, and 
their bellies are*at last be- 
coming, full. 

Oil Ke fineries 

A similar phenomenon 
transformed the Cuban oil 
irefinerjes. In 1938 a la\v 
was passed to ensure that 
"refineries would obey gov- 
ernment directives a.s'^to 
the .source of the oil which 
they used. Ca.stro invoked 
this legislation when hè 
found" that he could obtain- 
Soviet crude oil at compe- 
titive jjrices. The refineriés 
refused to process this im-, 
ported oil and a.s a . result 
they were nâtionalized. 

It must be borne In mind 
that some of the steps Cas- 
tro has taken were neces- 
sary to extricate his coun- 
. try from the morass in 
which it found it.self. We, 
like many North Ameri- 
cans, . find fault, with : a 
number of these. Bi«t, gi- 
ven such circumstances and 
background, we wonder if 
.even we might not have 
done the samé./rhejprreatest 
aingltf lesson to be derived 
from this upheaval is that 
unenlightened foreign in- 
vestment in the le-sser de- 
veloped lands contains 
within itself the aeeds of 
its own destruction. I

INFLUENCE • 

In listing the strengths of the ' 
U.N., Green stated emphatically 
that the body "can influence 
world opinion''. 

Green emphasized that the in- 
creased membership of the U.N. 
and the growing influence of the 
Afro-Asian countries has changed 
the world body considerably. 

"The day is gone when anyone 
can crack the whip and command 
a majority". . 

In line with these changes. 
Green suggested that theiSecu- 
rity Council should btt= enlarged 
so that there would be more adc< 
quate- representation for Afro-

Amplifying this statement at a 
press-conference following b's .
